In a world that seems to be in- 
curably afflicted with the scourges 
of hate, ignorance, bigotry, greed, 
and the multitude of factors that 
delays the development of an 
utopian world, a few people still 
manage to harbor the radical idea 
that such a world may eventually 
exist. You need not look any far- 
ther than Sacramento to find such 
idealistic people 

A small, but inspired, group 
have courageously lobbied for such 
a world for almost 13 years. Early 
in the struggle they realized that 
much of their efforts would be 
futile. but ideals must be lived df 
they are worth believing. By nur- 
turing the ideals with bits of success 
and drawing from the deep well of 
hope, the Sacramento Peace 
Center remains very alive 

Since the genesis of the center in 
a private home in 1961, it has 
carved a legitimate and recognized 
niche inthe community. Being one 
of the oldest peace centers in the 
U.S.. it boasts an impressive array 
of efforts envisioned to promote 
peace. 

Don Drake, the current but 
soon-to-be-leaving ¢ xecutive direc- 
tor of the center, sees its main 
function as a disseminator of in- 
formation. The center uses several 
approaches to spread their point of 


Protect South Africa? 


(ZNS) A growing number of 
newspapers around the world are 
beginning to report the possibility 
of NATO or the United States 
becoming involved in the military 
defense of South Africa. 

The London Sunday Times 
reported over the weekend that 
NATO has drafted secret plans for 
defending the sea routes around 
southern Africa. At the same time, 
the London Observer stated that 
NATO's supreme commander has 
received the authority to use 
NATO forces in the southern Af- 
rica area. 

Earlier this month, the 
Washington Post had reported 
that NATO's command _head- 
quarters in. Norfolk, Virginia, was 
instructed last summer to draw up 
an air and naval defense plan for 
South Africa. 

The Pentagon has denied the 
Washington Post report, insisting 
that there is no such plan for 
NATO intervention. 

The Post further stated that one 
of the pur poses of the planning was 
to protect the white minority 
regime from threats posed by a 


view. Their familiar newsletter, 
Peace Currents, presents timely in- 
formation to over 800 people every 
month. By sponsoring or co-spon- 
soring many nationally known 
speakers, Sacramento _ benefits 
from the exchanges.

account for a fraction of the reveal- 
ing programs 

Other mentionable things could 
easily fill a couple of pages. 

The Peace Center's Achilles 
hee!, however, happens to be in the 
financial area. Last month, Drake 
posed a direct question to the sup- 
porters of the center in an 
emergency letter. “Do you want us 
to continue?” he asked. He wasn't 
kidding. At the time of the April 
letter. it seemed very apparent that 
the organization might fold by

South African Admiral Bier- 
mann has publicly advocated a 
U.S.—South African military 
alliance— but so far, the Nixon ad- 
ministration has limited military 
coilaboration to such informal ac- 
tivities as intelligence-gathering 


The Washington Post says, 
however, that South Africa’s ef- 
forts for more U.S. support have 
already shown considerable 
success. 


Drake emphatically pointed out 
that the center 1s not defunct andis 
very much alive and kicking. But 
even by cutting all unnecessary ex- 
penses, the center is still experien- 
cing the leanest times in its history 
May. No matter what kind of math 
was used. $300 wouldn't cover the 
centers minimum monthly ex- 
pense of $700 


With such a prospect, sup 
porters of the center rallied around 
and now people in the center can 
plan ahead to June. The point ts,

Senate To Present 
Activity Question

The Student Senate last Mon 
day approved a referendum which 
will be presented to the student 
body for a vote next week. It states 
that the student activity fee 
charged to each student per 
semester for the 1974-75 academic 
year should be reduced up to 50 per 
cent 

Rationale for this referendum 1s 
the action taken by the Student 
Senate last week to cease funding 
Instructionally Related Activities 
next year. Presently half of the As- 
sociated Students budget goes for 
IRA ($140,000). Since this amount 
will not be needed. the student fee 
can be reduced if the student body 
agrees next week 

Until now. IRA have included 
music, dance, drama. publication, 
forensics, KERS. KEG. in 
tramurals, men’s and women’s 
athletics. When the AS attempted 
recently to define what are and are 
not IRA within some of these 
general areas, the consensus of the 
Administration and the AS was 
that nobody knows. The Ad- 
ministration submitted a_ list 
yesterday in answer to a request for 
clarification from AS.

Some IRA are more important 
evidently to students than others 
according to recent survey resuits. 
AS polled over 1000 students who 
gave highest priorities to faculty 
evaluations, bike shop, in- 
tramurals, social activities, art 
gallery, orientation, Hornet Inc 
Shop, KERS. men’s athletics, legal 
aid, clinic, student gallery, theater 
arts, and cultural programs 

Dean Garrison, Senate Chair, 
said that in light of this survey. 
proposed state legislation (AB 
3116, Johnson, R. Chico) calling 
for state funding of IRA, and the 
Board of Trustee's feeling that 
present funding of IRA 1s 
undesirable, the AS action to 
refuse funding was needed. “IRA 
shouldn't be considercd second 
class courses which is how the ad- 


‘ministration has treated them by 


not including them in their 
budget.” said Garrison 

“Under Title 5,” continued Gar- 
rison, “AS isn’t required to spend 
funds on IRA.” In his opinion, the 
AS should “in good faith” provide 
an intenm operating budget for 
IRA to last 60 days starting from 
the new fiscal year, July I. It would 
provide only for necessary ex- 
penses until other arrangements 
could be made. The AS did not 
hold budget hearings on IRA 
because it would not have been fair 
nd, perhaps. misleading ac- 
cording to Garrison. 

He would like to see the AS 
budget developed into a pro 
student one. He cited legal aid for

“The 
AS,” he said. “could design itsown 
intramural program that falls 
within the objectives of AS.”

(ZNS) The U.S. Secret Service 
has decided not to press charges 
against an Ohio State University 
student who printed and dis- 
tributed more than 9000 bogus 
one-dollar bills as part of his 
student body presidential cam- 
paign. 

A legal difficulty arose when 
more than 200 of the “plantland 
party” bills—carrying the pictures 
and signatures of the student body 
candidates for president and vice 
president--turned up in an 
automatic university money 
changer. 

The candidate, Rino Pelino, 
could have received a $1000 fine 
and a year’s imprisonment if 
prosecuted and convicted. 
However, federal investigators 
ruled that thé act was perfectly in- 
nocent, and that Pelino had no idea 
that the money changer would 
spew out a dollar's worth of change 
in exchange for each bogus bill.

Aikido doesn’t aim to furnish 
primarily the art of self-defense.

Government May 
subsidize Interns 


Legislation to create a 
nationwide program that would 
permit college students to serve as 
interns in state and local 
government offices for academic 
credit has been introduced in the 
U.S. Senate. 

In addition to the academic 
credit provision, a modest btipend 
would be paid to interns .as the 
legislation would allocate $5 
million for fiscal year 1975 and the 
same amount for each of the two 
succeeding years. It would be able 
to support 6,800 interns each for a 
12-week, off-campus, full-time 
internship. 


The program would be ad- 
ministered by institutions of higher 
education with the cooperation of 
state and local elected officials. 
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Institutions to receive grants would 
be selected by the U.S. Com- 
missioner of Education with the as- 
sistance of a National Advisory 
Council for Political Leadership 
Interns 


The federal government would 
pay half of the cost of internship 
stipends, with the other half to be 
matched through arrangements 
made by the colleges and univer- 
sities with state and, local 
governments '
